D eclaring that accuracy is one of 
the rarest assets that a young m an 
can have and that service to society 
is the watch-word of the hour, John 
Beerits, graduate of Gettysburg col­ 
lege in 1899 and prominent business 
man and banker of Somerset, Pa., 
delivered an interesting address be­ 
fore college students in Brua Chapel 
this m orning. 
Accuracy of thought when com ­ 
bined with capacity and industry 
make a most unusual and excep­ 
tional m an,” Mr. Beerits said a ju s­ 
tice of tla* United States Supreme 
Court told him a few years ago. 
"Many schools of thought in eco­ 
nomics, politics, education and even 
religion aw* so distorted and super­ 
ficial in their Inaccurate thinking.” 
the speaker said, "that there is dan ­ 
ger we m ay lose our bearings by rea­ 
son of losing our anchorage in fund­ 
am ental thought.” 
Prodigy a Failure 
Mr. Beerits said that a prodigy at 
Yale, forty years ago, is now push­ 
ing boxes of shirts upon shelves in 
a New York haberdashery for $16 
per week. 
Success Is achieved through per­ 
sonality, continued the speaker, and 
"personality 
is that indescribable 
som ething that 
far exceeds pure j

Have Character 
"If you want to be a team-worker, 
don’t be a snob. Don’t be afraid to 
touch elbows with your fellow-m an. 
Be the m an ever so humble, you can 
always learn something from him in 
less than five minutes* time,” he 
added. 
Stressing character as an essen­ 
tial attribute Mr. Beerits quoted J. 
P. M organ, New York financier, as 
saying; "many a m ulti-millionaire 
has com e to me asking for a loan 
but I didn’t grant it because that 
man did not have character. 
On 
the other hand many a man has 
com e to m e who wasn’t worth a 
dollar and yet frequently I have 
loaned a m an of that type as much 
as a m inion dollars because that 
man had character.” 
R eferring to service to society, 
Mr. B eerits said that ‘‘if we would 
succeed in life, we must learn to 
serve.”

Passage was not achieved, how­ 
ever. before bitter charges were 
thrust forth from the right and left 
wings of the senate chamber. 
From 
the 
republican 
Senator 
Reed came allegations that direct 
relief and WPA. as operated In 
Pennsylvania, have become “scan­ 
dalous rackets.” Senator G. Mason 
Owlett. Tioga, asked the senate to 
authorize an investigation of the 
WPA in Pennsylvania, contending 
It is functioning “as an arm of the 
G ufTey - Ear I e - La wre n ce administra­ 
tion” and is being used to build up 
“a political machine " A resolution 
by Owlett authorizing appointment 
of a committee of five senators to 
conduct the inquiry was held over. 
Set Up by Republicans 
Democratic senators, springing to 
the defense of the administration 
relief policies, charged republicans 
with refusing to “come to grips” 
with the relief question. Senator 
Bernard B. McGinnis, Allegheny, 
said that “if there is any chiseling 
in relief in Pennsylvania today it is 
being done by republicans and not 
democrats.” He explained that the 
Earle administration is continuing 
the relief set-up as established by 
the republicans, and that the direc­ 
tors at the head of the relief ad­ 
ministration are republicans. 
In 
the Pittsburgh office alone, he said, 
there are 800 clerks and not a 
democrat among them." 
Senator Harry Shapiro. Philadel­ 
phia. said that it was “foolish” to 
handle the relief situation piece­ 
meal. Quoting the Goodrich report, 
he stated that the IO per cent ad­ 
ministrative cost of relief in the i 
state is “not high.” Tile higher the 
administrative costs in many cases.

Dr. Buck Ruxton, 36, was placed 
on the gallows for the “devil’s beef- 
tub’’ slayings of the two women, one 
of England’s most gruesome crimes 
of this century. 
Mrs. van der Kist, who makes it 
a practice to publicly protest all 
hangings, met a hostile reception 
from a Jeering crowd. 
After the 
hanging she was arrested on charges 
involving breach of peace, obstruct­ 
ing traffic and dangerous driving 
and was released under bail for a 
week.

not permitting them to approach 
the Jail.

GANGSTER DIES 


Stickup Artist Always Avoid­ 
ed Publicity; Smile Saved 
Him Often.

New York—After that police re­ 
port came through I dropped by the 
undertaker’s to have a last look at 
"Muggsy” Doyle. 
"Muggsy” probably would have 
amounted to something if he hadn't 
been so absent-minded. For the life 
of him he couldn't remember how 
illegal it was to wave a gun in Peo­ 
ple’s faces and take their wallets 
and jewels. Too bad, this, for that 
was the only real flaw In an other­ 
wise 
nice 
personality. 
“Muggsy” 
could turn on a big handsome smile 
and make even the cops like him. 
But ’ Muggsy” never got over be­ 
ing absent-minded. 
And when a 
cop saw him backing out of a res­ 
taurant, waving a rod, he cracked 
I down on him three or four times, 
and “Muggsy” fell on his face.
